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Hawaii, aptly called the Paradise of the Pacific, is truly a 
treasureland of beauty. Flowers of brilliant hues, inviting 
beaches, azure skies, majestic craters, towering palms, and a 
profusion of greenness combine to create a splendor that is 
uniquely Hawaiian. Each of the more than twenty islands 
shares one quality — beauty; and Maui, Hawaii, and Oahu 
reflect this beauty. 

Maui, the Valley Island, is a land of extravagant panoramas. 
Waterfalls stream from lofty heights to flow through tropical 
forests, thus making their way to the sea. 

Hawaii Island, the largest of the group, offers the awesome 
sight of two active volcanoes contrasting with the gentle loveli- 
ness of an orchid adorned landscape. 

On Oahu are found Diamond Head, one of the landmarks of 
the islands, and world-famed Waikiki beach. 

The islander, leisurely going his way suggests the comfortable 
atmosphere of Hawaii. The Hawaiian culture began more than 
a thousand years ago when a group of Polynesians came to the 
islands. Today the true descendants of the bronze-skinned 
natives are but one small part of the mixture of nationalities 
which work together to make Hawaii's hospitality a delight. The 
Hawaiians, proud of their heritage, cling to age-old traditions 
that are world famous. The hula dancer, who gracefully enacts 
scenic descriptions and stories of romance, is often found at the 
Hawaiian feast, the luau. Featured here are such exotic foods 
as baked bananas with pineapple, curry in papaya shells, 
roasted pig, fish and other sea foods cooked Polynesian style 
with poi. 

The discovery of these islands is attributed to John Cook, a 
captain of the British Navy, who let the world know of his find- 
ings in 1778. Several years later King Kamehameha |, ruler of 
Hawaii Island, began his ten year struggle for control of the 
major islands. With his task victoriously completed in 1810, he 
continued to rule wisely until his death in 1819. King Kame- 
hameha is still honored by the Hawaiians for his work in uniting 
the islands. 

Having petitioned for statehood since the Spanish-American 
war, Hawaii was finally proclaimed our fiftieth state on August 
2124859. 

Hawaii might be best described as a state of mind, wherein 
one may truly find the serenity and beauty so characteristic of 
these ‘‘paradise isles beyond the sunset.”

completed her requirements for the Master of Science degree in 
1958, thus reaching another professional goal. 

Yielding to wanderlust, she has toured Panama, Costa Rica, 
Mexico and a great portion of the United States. Only two 
years ago she spent a most enjoyable summer visiting the major 
countries of Europe. 

Most of our seniors recognize her primarily as a counselor, for 
she has guided them successfully throughout their high school 
years. Never failing to be available when she was needed, she 
has shown sincere interest in the welfare of every student in the 
class of '63. 

It is with utmost regret that we realize this is her last year at
